ENED GENERAL WRECK. 


The Marines Soon Terrified 


the Disturbers,.

. Managua. May 14.—In view of '.the 
fact that the government con trolled 'the 
•wires at the time, press correspondents 
here have been compelled to send by 
mall the following account of the land- 
ing, on May J at Corinto, of a. force of. 
about 100 American and British marines 
from the United States cruiser Alert 
and the British cruiser Comus, who, 
acting In the most perfect harmony, 
occupied that port and protected until 
May U the property o£ foreigners In the 
custom house and at the railroad sta- 
tion, subduing a riotous and drunken 
mob, which, threatened to cause the 
most serious disturbances. 
: During the recent revolution'in Nica- 
ragua, there were remarkable Instances 
otthe lawless manner In which so-called 
ministers of provisional governments 
can act when they have the opportunity. 


Samuel Mayorga, who was minister 


for the treasury in the Baca, or revolu- 
tionary government, made a demand on 
H. S. Harding, an English subject, con- 
troller of the branch at Leon of the Lon- 
don Bank of Central America, for a loan 
of 550,000 on about 333.000 of Nicaragua 
bonds, of doubtful ownership, threat- 
ening to withdraw protection from the 
bank If the "demand was not complied 
•jvlth within a given tlrrre. Mr. Harding 
managed to have letters delivered se- 
cretly to Commander Hanford of the 
TTnlted States cruiser Alert, then the 
only warship at the port of Corinto, and 
Commander Hanford Immediately took 
action, and succeeded 
In saving the 


money of the English bank from the 
Nicaraguan officials, while at the same 
time clearly showing the Insurgents that 
the property of foreigners could not be 
Interfered with. 


But, on'April 1G, Minister Mayorga 


broke out again. He issued a decree in 
the name of the revolutionary govern- 
ment.declaring that the offices and book? 
of the custom house at Corinto were to 
1-e at once reViioved to Leon, the capital 
of; the revolutionary government, i'or 
safety. It was evident, however, that 
the real object of Mayorga's move was 
lo'^bbtaln possession of this property 
and hold It as security for a war loan, 
and, consequently, the foreigners at 
once made a protest to Commander 
Kanford and to Captain Dyke of the 
British cruiser Comus, which had ar- 
rived at Corinto about April a. The 
American and British commanders de- 
cided that they would not allow the In- 
surgents to take possession of-the prop- 
erty of foreigners in the.custom house or 
railroad depot at Corinto. This enraged 
Minister Mayoraga so much that he 
caused the arrest of all native males In 
C'orlnto, between the age of 15 and TO 
years, on the plea that a great battle- 
was Imminent at Momotombo. 
After 


detaining then; on the railroad cars for 
a few hours, Mayorga released all of 
those who could pay him from $100 to 
$"250 in cash, and returned to Leon \vlth 
the other unfortunate Inhabitants of 
Corinto. On May 1 his party disbanded 
and sought safety.. In flight with con- 
siderable sums of money, extorted in 
one way or the other from the people of 
Nicaragua. They escaped to Guatemala. 


A mob of the disbanded soldiery, ma-1 


wlVh drink and still bearing arms, com- 
menced robbing houses and threatening 
the lives of everybody. They violated 
women and young girls, and began 
gathering about the custom house. 
Palmer, the commandant of the custom 
bouse, "hurried a written request for pro- 
tection to Henry Palazio, the United 
States consular agent, requesting the 
latter, to appeal for help to the com- 
manders -of. the Alert and Comus, ask- 
ing them to land men and^ake charge 
ot the port until the government of Pres- 
ident Zelaya was able to-send troops to 
the spot. 


Commander Hanford 
and 
Captain 


Dyke concluded that It was Impossible 
for them to refuse such a request under 
the circumstances. 
Consequently, at 


about 1 p. m.- on May 2, a force of about 
100 marines were landed from the Alert 
and Comus. _ The marines quickly drove 
the rioters Into.hiding. 


Commander Palmer cheerfully gave 


up the custom .house, railroad depot, 
cars, 
locomotives- and merchandlEie.

(May 3) General Metuta'again arrived 
at Corinto with a force of about SO Hon- 
duraneans. .He was promptly halted by 
n. British marine sentry, and the Hon- 
iliiranean soldiers were ordered back: 
Later, .General .Metuta. .was allowed to 
pass, -with, some ot his aides, to toe head- 
quarters of -Lieutenant Baker.

General Bonilla, vice president of Hon- 


duras, reached Corinto on the afternoon 
of May S, and at a conference with Com- 
mander Hanford, Captain Dyke and 
General Hierrera, apologized for tho 
conduct of General Metuta. Then the 
following points were agreed upon: 


(1) The Honduraneans should retire 


at once to Chlnandega. 


(2) The Nlcaraguan'troops, should po- 


lice the town, outside the stations oc- 


the American and British 
cupied by 
marines. 
, (3) The American and British marines 
were to return to their ships at 7:30 a. m. 
on the following morning (May 4), and 
General Hierrera, with his clerks, was 
to call on Lieutenant Parker, U.S.N., at 
the office o£ the commandant In the cus- 
tom house, and sign receipts in full for 
all the national and personal property 
which had }jeer. in charge of the Ameri- 
can and British marines from the Alert 
and Comus. 


These terms were compiled with, and 


at about S o'clock on the morning of May 
4 Corinto was turned over to .the Nlca- 
raguan force, and the American anil 
British marines returned to their ships. 


Nobody here questions the good judg- 


ment of Commander Hanford and Cap- 
tain Dyke In acting as they did. In view 
of the atror:lous conduct of the Hon- 
fluran soldiers at Chlnandega, El Vayjo 
and elsewhere in. Nicaragua, iv-hare they 
have violated defenseless women and 
girls, burned houses, robbed and de 
stroyed stores and dwelling houses of 
friends and foes, and-in.every way be- 
haved In a manner appealing for the 
prompt investigation and condemnation 
of Christianity. 


When the president was Informed of 


the occupation oi the port ot Corlrito by 
the American and British marines, and 
that when such a step was justified, the 
place had been turned over to the Nlca.- 
raguan officers, he at once telegraphed 
his approval to the American legation 
at Managua, with his thanks. 


The wires having been cut, no tele- 


phone or tilegraphle communication 
could be had with outside cities. In ad- 
dition, there is no cable station at Cor- 
into. This will account for the fact that 
the American and British commanders 
were unable to communicate with their 
respective governments before landing 
•marines, and for this reason also they 
were unable to communicate with their 
respective legations. Both Commander 
I'.anford and Captain Dyke are warmly 
praised for the prompt and 
efficient 


steps taken to protect life and property 
ashore.

Indeed, the combine occasion- 
ally found competition in their owu 
product returning from abroad., Their 
profits were enormous,/ind the people ] 
had ample justification for regre.tting 
that the mines were not in Europe in- 
stead of in America. 


The case of the'Nuil trust is similar. 


It fixes home prices at $1 a keg aboro 
its prices to foreigners. It finds its ov,-n 
products returning from Europe and 
underselling it. 
Its profits arc enor- 


mous, one concern making profits of 
27J< pel- cent on'a capital of $4,000,- 
000 in 1895 and 30 per cent this year. 


But theso prcfits aro not enough for 


the greedy trr.st. It wants more "pro- 
tection. "' It mu.'it have more protection 
or it will fail to make 50 per cent on 
its money. 
It sent abroad a,973,280 


pounds of mills in February, but it 
must bo protected BO it can continue to 
charge if 1 a kt-g more to homo dealers 
than to foreigners. 
The protection it 


wants, however, is protection against, 
itself and the people.—Kansas City I 
Times.

The -weather in New England during 


the wceK ending June 1 has been the 
most favorable for vi.-^etatlyn of any 
this season. It has been a. little loo cool, 
and 
licfht frouts were experienced In 


northern Vermont, but the drought has j 
been thoroughly broken. About three- J 
fourths Inch of rain came in southeast- 
ern Massachusetts, eastern Slalnt and 
northwestern Vermont. 


>lultte. 


Rain fell to an appreciable amount on 


four days of thrj past week In Maine, and 
crops aliow a^markecl improvement, al- 
though. In the northern 
section 
the 


drought 'was not so severely felt as in 
other sections of New England. 
The 


rainfall (or the week was .','£ Inch ill 
Uaatport, and about two inches at Port- 
land. The temperature has been rather 
lower than the normal, with cool nights. 
There Is some field and some sllu corn 
jet to be planed, but the greater part of 
the seed Is now in. except on late Ilelds, 
The seeds have come rather slowly. 
Grain Is doing fairly well. In Aroostook 
county, potatoes are beginning to come 
up. and look well. Fruit trees are un- 
usually full of blossoms, and it is found 
that the earlier frosts have not Injured 
the buds to any amount. 


The nights have been cool in New 


Hampshire, yet no frosts are reported. 
The weathei1 has been less favoriibie fov 
fnrm work, but the abundant rains have 
made a wonderful change in all vegeta- 
tion. Crops are pretty well planted In 
southern counties, except on late farms, 
but there Is complaint that the seedsare 
coming unevenly, and that much re- 
planting Is necessary. 
There is con- 


siderable planting; yet to be done in cen- 
tral and northern districts. "Wild straw- 
tciTles . are getting ripe. 
Blackberry 


bushes are blossoming very full. Rasp- 
berry bushes -were badly winter-killed 
In Cheshire county. Pear sets are re- 
ported to be blasted In Hillsboro county. 
Apple sets are dropping badly In many 
orchards, yet a good amount o£ fruit Is 
left on the trees. 


Vermont. 


Some frost Is reported from northern 


Vermont during the week, a-nd generally 
the weather has been a ntlle too cool, 
but the much needed rain has fallen, 
and crops show a marked Improvement. 
About three-fourths Inch of rain fell 
in northern,and over one Inch in southern 
counties during the week. Pastures are 
fast losing the brown appearance of a 
week ago, and grain and meadows have 
taken a new lease of life. Planting has 
been pushed along, and on some farms 
Is about completed. 
Corn Is growing 


fast: one correspondent reports corn 
standing three inches above ground that 
was planted on May 21. Wild berries 
of all kinds are making a good show. 
Apples are dropping some In Addision 
county, but the correspondent reports 
that some can be spared, as the trees 
set very full. Caterpillars are reported 
to be very thick. 


The weather has been the most favor- 


able for crops in Massachusetts during 
the past week than at any time this sea- 
son, though a little too cool for some 
plants. Much replanting of seeds has 
been done In northeastern counties, but 
other correspondents report that-seeds 
are now coming; up that have lain In the 
grovind. for \veekb, failing to germinate 
before. The amount of rainfall In this 
state has been abundant and well dis- 
tributed, varying from 
three-fourths 


Inch In southeastern counties to over 
two Inches In northern and western. 
Newly seeded and rich fields are show- 
Ing much better, but" pastures are still 
reported short, and the general report 
is that the grK-ss on old fields and dry up- 
lands is too nearly matured to be helped 
much. 
A correspondent In Middlesex 


county reports the grass prospect 50 per 
cent better than a week ago. Planting 
is being finished, and hoeing has begun. 
Potatoes are looking well, except In 
parts of Worcester county, where they 
are coming.unevenly. The weather has 
b-?en favorable for transplanting 
to- 


liucco, tomatoes and such crops, and 
much of that work has been done. Cran- 
berries are coming along finely. Cut 
worms are doing much damage. 


XEIioilu Islam!. 


The greater part of the planting has 


been done In southern Hhode Island, but 
In the northern part there is consider- 
able yet to be done. Nearly two inches 
of rain has fallirn during the week, and 
tlie ground is well soaked, and all crops 
a.rc growing well. Newly seeded fields 
have been especially Improved. Old 
meadows are very light.

THE KOSCOW DISAETEE. 


Pitiful Scents at tlic Bnrlnl of Hundreds 


of Uiil.luntilled Eudlea. 


Moscow, June 2.—There were 1277 vic- 


tims of the horrible crush and stampede 
on the KhoulJnBkoJe plain Saturday 
'morning who were burled 
yesterday. 


The bodies of those who were Identified 
and claimed by relatives were interred 
In private graves, but a-t the expense of 
the municipality. The great number of 
the unidentified dead were burled in 11 
ijreat trenches, each 50 yards'long. The 
trenches were deep, and the mutilated 
bodies had to be packed close together to 
find room for them all. There were 600 
workmen engaged all ni;;hl Ions at the 
Vaganovskoe . cemetery 
digging 
the 


trenches. 


Numbers of priests and many military 


chaplains conducted funeral services, 
the friends crowding around the graves. 
The surviving friends and relatives are 
for 'the mosf'part Ignorant and simple- 
minded peasant class, and their grief 
and terror at the sudden calamity are 
'?xprc?sed in very demonstrative fash- 
ion. 
The sc-enes at the cemetery WCPJ 


pitiful and terrible In the extreme. 


The clnthes of the victims were heaped 


in a huge pile in one corner of the [-eme- 
tery, and in this the1 people rummaged 
a!I day long seeking the slightest trace 
that would afford a clew to the rate uf 
those missing. 
The bedraggled, torn, 


blood-stained heap of confused tattc-rs, 
thrown 
all 
together, 
afforded 
little 


material for identification, even It It had 
I'Cen systematically sorted out and the 
appearance of the pieces preserved. 
I'.ut after being pulled over a few times 
by the crowd there was no semblance to 
the original appearance of the garments 
left.

were In the fearful crush, he will lind 
that they have the vaguest possible Idea 
oC what.happt;nded to them or how they 
escaped. 
They only remember a ter- 


rible struggle in the vortex of conflict- 
ing human muscular energy. Many of 
thorn ascribe their escape to a direct 
miracle. It- is touching to witness how 
these poor, Ignorant people help to con- 
sole each other, to dress the dead and to 
care for the children.

Columbus. Go... June 2.-^At 10:45 
yes- 


terday mornig a mob of GOO armed men 
broke into-the "vVfebster building during 
the trial of Jesse Slayton, charged with 
assaulting llrs. Howard Bryan last 
Thursday, and took the prisoner from 
the officer. Slayton's trial had already 
Legun behind locked doors, and a heavy 
armed guard of men was present-to pro- 
tect the prisoner from any demonstra- 
tion of violence. 


Thi- mob forced the doors, and with a 


resistless force swept back the specta- 
tors ;\.T\d guards and seized and carried 
the negro out into the street.. A rope 
was placed around his neck, and he was 
dragged up> Broad street, the crowd 
shooting- at him as they went along. 
STo'ar the Bell tower, they swung the 
negro up and perforated him with bul- 
lets. After this, the mob, as coolly and 
deliberately as In thl? instance, went' 
immediately to the courthouse, and over- 
powering the Jailer, took Will Miles, a 
nrgro charged with assaulting Mrs. Al- 
bright, two years ago. and marched him 
slowly to where Slayton's lifeless body 
was hanging from a tree. The trem- 
bling negro was made to look upon the 
fate of his brother in crime, then a 
rope was placed about his neck and he 
was slowly suspended In the air, and his 
body filled with builets. 


The bodies of the two negroes were 


left hanging during the afternoon, and 
,\ surging mass of humanity was packed 
around the scene. The greatest excite- 
ment prevails here, especially among 
the negroes, and It is not probable that 
further trouble will ensue.

He succeeded 
In carrying out his brutal purpose, and 
left b,er half unconscious on the floor of 
her room. Regardless of her condition, 
Mrs. Bryan rushed to the door and tired 
two pistol shots at the negro, without 
avail. 


In a. short time Jlr. Bryan returned, 


and on. being apprised of the crime, 
rushed immediately back to Columbus, 
and with the sheriff and an armed posse 
began to scour the -woods for the negro, 
"Who was soon captured.

STILL BAILING. 


Cleanjng Up at St. Ixiuls Being Cflrrl*d 


on-Tader IMfncviltlui. 


St. Louis, June 2.—The work of clear- 


Ing-up the debrlsand repairing the dam- 
age left by "Wednesday's storm is'carried 
on In a drizzling rain. The best news of 
yesterday was that occupants of the de- 
molished city hospital, 40 or 50 ot whom 
were reported still under the ruins last 
week, .are all accounted for. A meeting 
has been called to consider the advisabil- 
ity of appealing-f or outside relief for suf- 
ferers- A llstrof 120 persons, missing In 
St. Louis since the storm, Is In the hands 
of the police. Many among them are 
people from outside of St. Louis whu 
were visiting here or who had business 
In town. A search Is being carried on for 
all these among the ruins of wrecked 
buildings. 


In .East St Louis the work of reliev- 


ing the many homeless and destitute 
persons'is being carried on rapidly, and 
everywhere buildings are being repaired 
and debris removed, to facilitate the re- 
construction of residences, stores, etc. 


An ofllclal estimate of the loss to ship- 


ping has not yet been made, and will 
not be until the submerged boats have 
been examined. The llrst estimate of 
52.000,000 has dwindled down to less than 
5500.000, and the chancea are that these 
figures will be reduced materially. Five 
persons were certainly drowned, and 
probably othery. 


The continuous rains are a great draw- 


back to the efforts that are being made 
tu start the street lights. The weather 
is not only greatly retarding the work, 
hut Is a menace to electricians that they 
dare not tamper with recklessly. For 
this reason, it may be weeks before the 
city Is lighted as heretofore. 


The long list of thea'dedd has not 


reached the foot of itsMer.gthy column. 
Nor Is it likely that the end of this -tfeek 
or the.next will finish It. The number 
of seriously injured is many fold larger 
than those who did not live to survive 
the awful experiences of the storm, and 
that many of them will succumb to the 
Injuries IntHcted is quite certain, for each 
hour the mortuary clerk Is presented 
with new requests for burial permits. 


Many animals of all descriptions were 


killed in the storm, and their bodies are 
becoming a menace to those living in 
and about the devastated districts.

Or a Former Lowell 3Ian jn Boston—He 


3Iade Fortunes, I.Ofit Them, and Died In 
Poverty.

A former Lowell man, Alfred Hope, 


died very suddenly at-his home, 217 
Xorth street, .Boston, Saturday. 
Hope 


was horn here-but moved to Boston, when 
he reach his 17th year. After a term of 
service in the 22d ilasa. Eegt., he want 
into the hotel business and accumulated 
quite a fortune, it being variously 
esti- 


mated from 850,000 to SlOO.OOO. He then 
married liis first wife, but she died two 
years after. 
Shortly after he married 


again, nine children being the result of 
both unions, all,- excepting his second 
wife, having since died. 


Through some peculiar transactions in 


which he entered soon after this period ho 
lost all he had, and was for some years aa 
low as any mortal could be, 
He drank, 


gambled and squandred all he could lay 
hands on, and his family suffered accord- 
ingly.

! He was induced to attend a church mis- 


sion and was helped to a good' position. 
But he fell from grace again and returned 
to his old haunts. Again he became con- 
verted by attending a church mission and 
after J.2 years of what might be called his 
new life, he was at the head of a Jlarge 
mercantile establishment ani worth S300,- 
000. 


Death began to appear in his family. 


It cnme often. Six of hie beloved chil- 
dren had gone to their eternal rest within 
apariod of three years. Business troubled 
followed, panicky times came^on, and to 
stem the tide he called on his supposed 
friends for aid. Th«y turned a dent ear. 
Family dissensions were also brewing, 
and at last the crash came, and poor Hope 
went down in toe debris.

ation a.s to the value of his merchandise,

do with it.

upon it before he can begin .his sale. This 
applies, also, to auctioneers who sell such 
property on commission for out-of-town 
parties, and to clothing dealerd, etc.

WHAT THE WOOL AND COTTON 


KEPOETEB. SAYS 


Of the Olalms >Tnde For Them in Othei 


Places. 


Tho American "Wool and Cotton Repoi- 


ier quotes an exceedingly well informed, 
mill superintendent as saying that th« 
textile schools, such aa it is proposed to 
establish in Lowell, Lawrence,'Xew Bed- 
lord and other New England manufactur- 
ing centres, are bound to fall far shoit of 
meeting the exigencies of the textile..!!!- 
dustry in this country. This view is in 
harmnny with that held by the .Reporter," 
which says: 


"By means of them, it Is hoped that th« 


operatives of our mills will he stimulated' 
to a hlgbcr degree o[ skill in the manage- 
ment; uf their looms and spinning flame*, 
thereby increasing the efficiency of 
the 


mills Vuich employ them. In as far H 
the lulter result Is attained, the hold ol 
thei American manufacturers - upon the 
markets ol tho world will BO rendei»d te- 
cure, the consequence being steadier occu- 
pation at higher wages to the operatives. 
But i£ the aim of the advocates [of textile 
education is to stop at elementary ins true- , 
tlou in the theory ot spinning and weav- 
ing, the gain to manufacturing interests,, 
while considerable,can hardly he common- 
auiate with the needs of this time end • 
country. Textile colleges are 
imper- 


atively demanded. A great 
deal 
ot 


space 
might be dovotad to recount- 


ing the excellent results ol 
higher 


textile education. We have in mind the 
aase of France. Thirty years ago there 
was B great influx of English brains into 
France, and French factories were very: 
largely conducted by Britons. The latter 
have, however, gradually given -way in 
later years to educa'ted Frenchmen. The '. 
need ol tho best textile education was.: 
easily perceived In France, and today the 
special schools in that country are said, by 
those who have carefully studied them to 
he such as to command admiration. &o 
small measure of the' growth of French 
textile interests 
may be attributed to' 


them. Incidentally it may be said that 
the fact that wages in the textile industry 
in thut country have advanced- perhaps 
cwenty-five per. cent, in tbe -la.it fifteen 
years, may 'not be "remotely1 connected", 
with the movement which we have been 
describing."

"As a natural result, American whole- 


salers begun to nud it cheaper to buy 
American nails in Germany, pay the 
freight back home and resell them here.

This ia not the first time such a thing 


has happened in this country. In 
1SG9 


congress raised the duty on copper ore. 
Tho mines on Lake Superior were the 
richest in the world and could easily 
have supplied' tho United States more 
cheaply and abundantly than any other 
country. 


As a result of tho "protection," how- 


ever, the companies which controlled 
tho copper mines formed a combination 
and put up prices outrageously. At tho 
same time they shipped copper abroad 
at prices far bolo%v what they charged 
at home. Indeed, the combine occasion- 
ally found competition, in their awn 
product returning from abroad. Their 
profits were enormous, and the people 
had aiuplo justification for regretting i 
that the mines were not in Europe iu- 
stead of in America. 


Tho case of the Nail trust is similar. 


It fixes home prices at $1 a keg abovo 
its prices to foreigners. It finds its own. 
products returning from Europe and 
underselling it. Its profits are enor- 
mous, one concern making profits of 
27% per cent on a capital of $4,000,- 
000 iu 1805 and 'JO per cent this year. 


But these profits are not enough for 


the greedy trust. 
It wauts more "pro- 


tection." It must have more protection , 
or it will fail, to make 50 per cent on ' 
its money. 
It sent abroad 2,073,2801 


pounds of nails iu Pebraary, but it 
must be protected so it can continue to 
charge $1 a keg more to home dealers 
than to foreigners.

w;mts, however, is protection against 
itself and the people.—Kansas City 
Times.

ENED GENERAL WRECK. 


The Marines Soon Terrified 


the Disturbers.

Mannsua. May 14.—In view ot the 


fact that tho government controlled the 
\.-lrt-s at the time, press correspondents 
here have been compelled to send by 
ma.ll the following account of the land- 
ing', on May ? at Corinto. of a force of 
about 100 American and British marines 
from the United States cruiser Alert 
and the British cruiser Comua, whu, 
acting !n the most perfect harmony, 
occupied that pore and protected until 
May 14 the property of foreigners in the 
custom house and at the rallruad sta- 
tion, subduing a riotous and drunken 
:nob, \vhlch threatened Co cause the 
most serious disturbances. 


During the recent revolution in Nica- 


ragua, theru were remarkable instances; 
of the lawless manner in which su-called 
ministers of provisional governments 
can act when they have the opportunity. 


Samuel Mayorga, who was minister 


for the treasury in the Baca, or revolu- 
tionary Government, made a demand on 
li. S. Harding, an English subject, con- 
troller of the branch at Leon ot1 tlie Lon- 
don Bank of Central America, for a loan 
of SSO.'lOi) on about 533.000 ot Nicaragua 
bonds, of doubltul ownership, threat- 
ening to withdraw protection from the 
bank It the demand was not complied 
with within a given time. Mr. Harding 
managed to have letters delivered se- 
cretly to Commander Hanford of the 
United States cruiser Alert, then the 
only warship at the port of Corinco, and 
Commander Hantorcl Immediately took 
action, and succeeded 
in saving tho 


money of the English bank from the 
Nicaraguan officials, while at the same 
time clearly showing the insurgents that 
the property of foreigners could not be 
Interfered with. 


But, on April 1G. Minister Mayorsa 


broke out again. He issued a decree In 
the name of the revolutionary govern- 
ment.declaring that the offices and books 
ot the custom house at Corinto "were to 
l.e ai once removed to Leon, the capital 
of the revolutionary government, for 
safety. It was evident, however, that 
the real object of Mayorga's move was 
to obtain possession of this property 
and hold It ILS security for a war loan, 
and. consequently, the foreigners at 
once made a protest to Commander 
Hanford and to Captain Dyke of the 
l:ritlsh cruiser Comus," which had ar- 
rived at Corinto about April 5. The 
American and British commanders de- 
cided that they would not allov/.tiie in- 
surgents to take possession of the.prop- 
erty of foreigners in the custom house or 
railroad depot at Corinto. This enraged 
Minister Mayoraga so. much that he 
caused the arrest of all native males in 
Corinto, between the age of 15 and TO 
years, oa thu plea that a-great battle 
was imminent at Momotombo. 
After 


detaining theis on the railroad cars for 
a few hours, Mayorga released all of 
those who could pay him from S-luO to 
$250 in cash, and returned to Leon with 
the other unfortunate Inhabitants' of 
Corinto. On May 1 his party disbanded 
and sought safety In flight with con- 
siderable auroa of money, extorted In 
one way or the other'from the people of 
Nicaragua. They escaped to Guatemala. 


A mob of the disbanded soldiery, marl 


with drink and "till bearing arms, com- 
1 robblnirfcouses and threatening 


the lives of everybody. They violated 
women and young girls, and began 
gathering about 
the custom house. 


Palmer, the commandant o£ the custom 
house, hurried a written request for pro- 
tecilon . to Henry Palazlo, the United 
States "consular agent, requesting the 
latter to appeal for help to the com- 
manders of the Alert and Comus, ask- 
liiB them to land men and take charge 
of the port until the government of Pres- 
ident Zelaya was able to send troops to 
the spot. 


Commander 
Hanford 
and Captain 


Dyke concluded that it was Impossible 
for them to refuse *uch a request under 
the circumstances. 
Consequently, at 


about 1 p. m. on May 2, a force of about 
100 marines were landed from the Alert 
and Comus. The marines quickly drove 
the rioters Into hiding. 


Commander Palmer cheerfully gave 


up the custom house, railroad depot, 
cars, 
locomotives and merchandise, 


etc., to Lieutenant Baker, U.S. N., tak- 
ing the latter's receipt for the property, 
and then the commandant (an Insurgent 
official) retired Into private life once 
more. 
A squad of marines, under a 


lieutenant and two midshipmen, was 
stationed at the "omce ot the " United 
States consular agent, who Is also Brit- 
ish consular agent and consular agent 
for Italy. 
In lees than half an hour 


after the marines landed perfect order 
prevailed In Corinto. 


At about 7ioO p. m., General Metuta of 


Honduras and about SO Honduranean 
soldiers arrived at the outskirts of Co- 
rinto, and sent a messenger demanding 
that the marines of the Alert and Comus 
surrender the custom house, railroad 
slation and port Immediately, and re- 
turn to their ships. Lieutenant Baker 
refused to comply with the demand. 


At abtfut 11 o'clock in Lhe morning 


(May 
3) General Metuta agalr. arrived 


at Corinto with a force oE about SO Hon- 
duraneans. He -was promptly halted by 
a British marine sentry, and the Hon- 
duranean soldiers were ordered back. 
Later, General Metuta. was allowed to 
IJELSS, with some of his aides, to the head- 
quarters of Lieutenant Baker. 
There, 


In rather bombastic terms, he stated 
that he had come with authority to oc- 
cupy Corinto and to relieve the foreign 
marines from protecting the property ot 
the government of Nicaragua, etc. 


Lieutenant Baker signalled for Com- 


mander Hanford and Captain Dyke, 
and the two commanders soon arrived 
at the custom house. They patiently 
listened to Metuta's bluster, but, when 
he threatened to occupy Corinto without 
waiting lor President Zelaya's orders, 
the commanders became disgusted and 
decided to teach the Honduraneans a 
losson. A few orders were given and the 
American am] British marines, full3' 
armed and equipped, were drawn uj> at 
their diffedent stations ashore, the Alert 
vas signalled to steam up to and op- 
posite the custom house and the Comua 
cleared for action. 
General Metuta 


stopped threatening and boasting when 
It became apparent that the naval olB- 
cc*rs were In earnest, and that he had 
placed himself In an extremely danger- 
our position. Then he commenced to 
apologize as energetically as he had at 
first attempted to 
bluff Commander 


Hanford and Captain Dyke, and prom- 
ise-it to retire with his troops if they 
would permit hlm.etc., etc. 


General Bonllla, vice president of Hon- 


duras, reached Corinto on the afternoon 
of May 3, and at a conference with Com- 
manclir . Hanford, Captain Dyke and 
Guneral Hlerrera, apologized for the 
conduct of General Metuta. Then the 
following points' were .agreed upon: 


CD The Honduraneans should retire 


at once to Chlnandega. 


(2) The Nlcaraguan troops should po- 


lice the town, outside.the stations oc- 
cupied by the American and British 
marines. 
(3) The American and British marines 


were to return to their ships at 7:30 a. m. 
on the following- morning (May 4), and 
General Hierrera, vvltn his clerks, was 
to call on Lieutenant Parker, U.S.N., at 
the office of the commandant In the cus- 
tom house, and -sign receipts In full for 
all the national and personal property 
which had ^eon in charge of the Ameri- 
can and British marines from the Alert 
and Comus. 


These terms were compiled with, and 


at about .8 o'clock on the morning o£ May 
i Corinto was turned over to the Nica- 
rag-uan force, and the American and 
British marines returned to their ships. 


"Nobody here questions the good judg- 


ment of Commander Hanford.and Cap- 
tain Dyke'In acting as they did, In view 
of the atrocious conduct of the Hon- 
fluran soldiers'at Chinaudega, El Vayjo 
and elsewhere In Nlca.ru.gua, where they 
have violated defenseless women and 
girls, burned, houses, robbed and de- 
stroyed stores and 'dwelling.-houses of 
friends and foes, and. la every:, way be- 
havefiVip. ii.Tnajnn'ar. appealing .for the 


prompt investigation and condemnation 
of Christianity. 


"When the president was Informed of 


the occupation of the port of Corinto by 
the American and British marines, and | 
that when such a step was justified, th;' 
place had been turned over to the Nlca- 
raguan officers, he at once telegraphed 
his approval to the American legation 
at Managua, with his thanks. 


The wlr«a having been cut, no tele- 


phone or telegraphic communication 
could be had with outside cities. In ad- 
dition, there Is no cable station at Cor- 
into. This will account for the fact that 
the American and British commanders 
were unable to communicate with their 
respective governments before landing 
marines, and for this reason also they 
were unable to communicate wlth-thelr 
respective legations. Both Commander 
Hanford and Captain Dyke are warmly 
praised for the prompt and 
efficient 


steps taken to protect life and.property 
ashore.

Beauregard, aged 24, who lived with her 
married sister, Mrs. Frank E. Clalr, In 
this city, was found dead In bed at

Later in the day Medical Examiner 
Breck performed an" autopsy on the 
»voman. and announced that death was 
the result of an unsuccessful criminal 
operation. Shortly after S o'clock Mon- 
day night Eugene Bernatchez, aged 21, 
called at Frank E. Glair's tenement and 
a.slced for Miss Beauregard. He Invited 
her to take a bicycle ride, and she ac- 
cepted. About an hour later the couple 
entered Chandler's hotel and registered 
as "John M.. Smith and wife, Boston." 
As the night watchman at the hotel was 
making his rounds shortly before 12 
o'clock, he saw the door of room 19 
partly open. He knocked several times, 
and getting no response entered, finding- 
Miss Beauregard lying partly disrobed 
on the bed, dead. All search for Ber- 
natchez has proved fruitless. A bicycle 
pump was used to perform the opera- 
tion. There is some doubt in the minds 
of the police as to whether or not the 
operation was performed by the young 
•woman herself, or by Bernatchez.

and crop, bulletin Is.Issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. New 
Kngland section, J. Warren Smith, di- 
rector: 


The weather In New England duriny 


the week ending June 1 has been the 
most favorable for vegetation of-any 
this season. It has been a little too cool, 
and light frosts were experienced In 
northern Vermont, but the drought has 
been thoroughly broken. About three- 
fourths inch ot rain came In southeast- 
ern Massachusetts, eastern Maine and 
northwestern Vermont. 


Mulne. 


Rain tell to an appreciable amount on 


four days of the past v> 
reek in Mfilne, and 


crops show a marked Improvement, al- 
though In the northern section • the 
drought was not so severely felt as hi 
other sections of New England. 
The 


rainfall for the week was .72 Inch at 
Eastporu and about two Inches at Port- 
land. The temperature has been rather 
lower than the normal, with cool nights. 
There is some Held and some silo corn 
let to be planted, but the greater part of 
the seed Is i;ov.- in, except on late fields. 
The secrls have come rather slowly. 
Grain Is doing fairly well. In Aroostook 
county, potatoes are beginning to come 
up. a^id look well. Prult trees are un- 
usually full of blossoms, and It Is found 
that thu earlier frosts have not Injured 
the buds to any amount. 


New Lluuipslilro. 


The nights have been cool In New 


Hampshire, yet no frosts are reported. 
The weather has been less favoriftle for 
farm work, but the abundant rains have 
made a wonderful change In all vegeta- 
tion. Crops are pretty well planted In 
bouthern counties, except on late farms, 
but there Is complaint that the seeds are 
coming unevenly, and that much, re- 
planting: la necessary. 
There is con- 


siderable planting yet to be done In cen- 
tral and northern districts. Wild straw- 
berries are getting ripe. 
Blackberry 


bushes are blossoming very full. Rasp- 
lierry bushes were badly winter-killed 
In Cheshire county. Pear sets are re- 
ported to be blasted In Hlllsbaro county. 
Apple sets are dropping badly In many 
orchards, yet a good amount of fruit is 
left on the trees. 


VeriDout. 


Some frost Is reported from northern 


Vermont during the week, and generally 
the weather has been a Wttle too cool, 
but the much needed rain has fallen, 
and crops show a marked Improvement. 
About three-fourths Inch of rain fell 
In northern,and over one Inch In southern 
counties during the week. Pastures are 
last losing the brown appearance ol a 
week ago, and grain and meadows have 
taken a new lease of life. Planting has 
been pushed along, and on some farms 
Is about completed. Corn Is growing 
fast; one correspondent reports corn 
standing three Incnes above ground that 
was planted on May £1. Wild berries 
of all kinds are making a good show. 
Apples are dropping some in Addlslon 
county, but the correspondent reports 
that some can be spared, as the trees 
sot very full. Caterpillars are reported 
to be very thick.

There wore GOO 
workmen engaged all night long at the 
Vaganovakoe 
cemetery 
digging the 


trenches. 


Numbers of priests and many military 


chaplains conducted funeral services, 
the friends crowding around the graves. 
The surviving friends and relatives are 
for trie most part Ignorant and slmple- 
mlhded peasant class, and their grleC 
and terror at the sudden calamity are 
expressed In very demonstrative fash- 
Ion. 
The ucenes at the cemetery were 


pltltul and terrible in the extreme. 


The clothes of the victims were heaped 


in a hujje pile In one corner or the ceme- 
tery, and In this the people rummaged 
all day long- seeking the slightest trace 
that would afford a clew to the fate of 
those missing.

Columbus, Ga., June 2.'-At 10:45 yes- 


terday mornlg- a mob of 600 armed men 
broke into the Webster building during 
the trial of Jesse Slayton. charged with 
r-ssaultlng Mrs. Howard Bryan last 
Thursday, and took the prisoner from 
the officer. Slay ton's" trial had already 
begun behind locked doors, and a heavy 
armed guard of men was present to pro- 
tect the prisoner from any demonstra- 
tion of violence. 


The mob forced the doors, and with a 


resistless force swept back the specta- 
tors and guards and seized and carried 
the negro out Into the street A rope 
was placed around his neck, and he was 
dragged up Broad street, the crowd 
shooting at him as they went along. 
Near the Bell tower, they swung the 
negro up and perforated him with bul- 
lets. After this, the mob, as coolly and 
deliberately as in this instance, went 
Immediately to the courthouse, and over- 
powering the jailer, took Will Miles, a 
negro charged with assaulting Mrs. Al- 
bright, two years ago, and marched him 
slowly to where Slayton's lifeless body 
waa hanging from a tree. The trem- 
bling negro was made to look upon the 
fate of hi3 brother in crime, then a 
rope was placed about his neck and he 
was" slowly suspended In the air, and his 
body fUled with bullets. 


The bodies of the two negroes were 


left hanging- during the afternoon, nnd 
a. surging mass of humanity was packed 
around the scene. The greatest excite- 
ment prevails here, especially among 
the negroes, and it is not probable that 
further trouble will ensue. 


Mrs. Bryan was asfiulted at Clapp's 


factory, four miles from here, early on 
Thursday morning. She is not over 18 
> pars of age. Her husband had left home 
for Columbus about daybreak. Shortly 
after he left a bis, burly negro entered 
Mrs. Bryan's room and succeeded In as- 
saulting her. 
She fought with, him' 


fiercely, but herweakcondition rendered 
her struggles of no avail. He succeeded 
In carrying out his brutal purpose, and 
left her half unconscious on the floor of 
her room. Regardless of her condition, 
Mrs. 
Bryan rushed to the door and fired 


two pistol shots at the negro, without 
avail. 


In a short time Mr. Bryan returned,' 


and on being apprised of the crime, 
ruahBd immediately back to Columbus, 
and with the sheriff and an armed posse 
began to ecour the woods for the negro, 
who was soon captured.

In town. A search Is being carried on for 
all these among the ruins of wrecked 
buildings. 


In East St Louis the work of reliev- 


ing the many homeless and destitute 
persons Is being carried on rapidly, and 
everywhere building's ai'e being repaired 
and debris removed, to facilitate the re- 
construction of residences, stores, etc. 


An official estimate of the loss to ship- 


ping has not yet been made, aud will 
not be until the submerged boats have 
been examined. The first estimate of 
52.000/000 has dwindled down to less than 
J500.000, and the chances ai-e that these 
figures will be reduced materially. Five 
persons were certainly drowned, and 
probably others.
